It ap- 
pears in circular spots 3 to 30 feet 
or more in «diameter.

jul the spot the alfalfa is killed out, | 


while around the margin the ground | 
is covered with a mat of yellow | 
threads which twine closely about | 
the stems of the alfalfa plants and| 
slowly strangle them. The spots in-| 
crease in size from year to year. 
Many fields have been completely | 
ruined by dodder, It is not often} 
injurious to other crops (except | 
j}red clover), but ence established in| 


an alfalfa field, it is very difficult | 


jlo eradicate without killing the al- 
falfa. 

| Special precautions should be 
taken to sow clean seed. Some-! 
jtimes it is found necessary to re- 
wove «dlodder and other foreign 


seeds after a supply has been pro-| 
| cured. for sowing. ‘The following 
j advice is given by the Geneva auth- 
| orities regarding alfalfa seed: 
| ‘‘Alfalfa seed is larger than dod- 
der seed, and advantage was taken 
jet this fact by the Station to per- 
jfect a method by which commercial 
jalfalfa seed may be made practic- 
jally free from dodder, and safe to 
sow. It was found that dodder 
seeds are readily removed by sift- 
ing through a wire sieve having 20 
meshes to the inch. Since ready- 
made sieves of this mesh are not 
readily obtainable, it is advised to 
construct a light wooden frame, 12 
inches square by 3 inches deep, and| 
tack over the bottom of it 20 by 20 
mesh steel-wire cloth of No.” 34 
This quantity of wire cloth ought 
not to cost more than 15 or 20 cents, 
In case brass or copper wire cloth 
ig used, the wire should be No. 32, 
on the English gauge. It is impor- 
tant that the wire cloth used be 
exactly 20 by 20 mesh, which may 
be determined by placing a ruler 
on the sieve or cloth and counting 
the number of spaces to the inch, 
With a sieve of this kind, it is esti- 
mated that a man can clean from 
three to seven bushels of alfalfa 
seed per day. From one-fourth to 
one-half pound of seed, and no 
more, should be put in the sieve at 
a time, and vigorously shaken for 
one-half minute. To make the 
work uniformly thorough, the use 
of a cup holding not over one-half 
pound of seed, and careful timin 
of the sifting, is recommended. 
the seed contains little dodder, one 
sifting may do ; but when much dod- 
der is present, and particularly if 
it is of the. large-seeded kind, two 
siftings, both made strictly as di-

RADIUM IN MEDICINE. 


_ One of the most curious methods 
introduced in recent times in the 
treatment of disease is that known 
as ‘‘radiotherapy.’’ 


It includes treatment by sunlight 
and electric light, treatment by the 
Roentgen, or X, rays, and treat- 
ment by radium and other ‘‘radio- 
active’ bodies. Radium is a sub- 
stance, probably one of the chem- 
ical ‘‘elements,’’ occurring in very 
minute quantity in pitchblende, and 
is one of the queerest substances 
known. It is constantly giving off 
inconceivably minute particles 
which travel with tremendous rap- 
idity, and pass through glass and 
many solid bodies apparently as 
readily as through air. 

In addition to these ‘‘rays, 
which are of three kinds, there is 
a 
called emanation, given off by rad- 
ium, which may so affect neighbor- 
ing @bjects as to make them for the 
time being radio-active. ‘ 

The action of radium is similar in 
many ways to the X-rays, and will 
produce a ‘‘burn’’ when a vial con- 
taining a very smal] quanitiy of 
it is held to the skin for a certain 
time.

The itching of eczema is frequently 
relieved quickly by a brief applica- 
tion of radium. Its most striking 
effect is in causing superficial can- 
cers to disappear, and even those 
beneath the surface and in parts 
inaccessible to the X-rays have ap- 


parently been cured by inserting a) 
glass tube containing radium into} 


the tissues. ‘ 
Lupus, a disease of the skin for 
the relicf of which the Finsen-light 


treatment has been much employed, | 


has also been cured by radium. 

In adition to the rays, use has 
been made experimentally of the 
‘‘emanation.’’ 
ed on a suitable surface and then 
dissolved in water; and the solu- 
tion injected into a mouse has ap- 
parently cured a cancerous tumor 
of the intestine. 

Other wonderful effects have been 
obtained by radium, but it also 
often fails, and until it is known 
why it cures in one case and fails 
to cure, or even does harm, in an- 
\other aparently similar case, its 
employment must be regarded as 
experimental, 

The X-rays have been found less 
curative than they were at first 
thought to be, and in order that 
disappointment may be prevented, 
too much must not be expected 
from radium.—-Youths’ Companion.

Avoid rubbing weak or irritated 
eyes, for that only increases the 
trouble and causes the lashes to fall 
out. Cinders or foreign substances 
may be removed from the eyes by, 
inserting a couple of flaxseeds, 
which will soon almost dissolve and 
ooze out through the corner of the 
eye, carrying the speck of dust or 
irritating particle with it. /

operation is that of ‘‘cross eyes’’) 
or squinting, and that of apparent- 
The latter de- 
fect is due to too close a union of
